Amazon Crash a Domino Effect 


Multiple site failures 
highlight extensive 
reliance on company 


New York 

Major websites including Four- 
square and Reddit crashed or suf- 
fered slowdowns Thursday after 
technical problems rattled Ama- 
zon.com’s widely used Web servers, 
frustrating millions who couldn’t 
access their favorite sites. 

Though better known for sell- 
ing books, DVDs and other con- 
sumer goods, Amazon also rents 
out space on huge computer serv- 
ers that run many websites and 
other online services. 

The problems began at an Ama- 
zon data center near Dulles Airport 
outside Washington and persisted 
into the afternoon. The failures 
were widespread, but they varied 
in severity.

Many other companies that use 


Amazon Web Services, like Netf- 
lix Inc. and Zynga Inc., which runs 
Facebook games, appeared to be 
unscathed. Amazon did not respond 
to requests for comment. It has not 
revealed how many companies were 
affected by the outage. 

Amazon Web Services provide 
“cloud” or utility-style computing 
in which customers pay only for the 
computing power and storage they 
need, on remote computers. 

In general, Amazon Web Ser- 
vices have been more reliable and, 
above all, cheaper than many 
other hosting systems, said Josh 
Cochrane, vice president of prod- 
uct development at Palo Alto Soft- 
ware in Eugene, Ore. 

But the firm’s websites and Web- 
based applications were all brought 
down by Thursday’s crash. 

“It’s a pretty vulnerable feeling,” 
he said. “This is a really big mes- 
sage to us that we need to revisit

Task Force to Examine Gas Costs 


Obama: Team will 
find manipulation or 
fraud of oil markets 

Reno, Nev. 

President Obama announced 
Thursday that the Justice Depart- 
ment is assembling a team to “root 
out any cases of fraud or manip- 
ulation” in oil markets that might 
be contributing to $4 a gallon-plus 
gasoline prices. 

“We are going to make sure 
that no one is taking advantage of 
the American people for their own 
short-term gain,” Obama said at a 
town-hall style meeting at a renew- 
able energy plant in Reno.

Obama, decrying such levels as 
yet another hardship “at a time when 
things were already pretty tough,” 
said Attorney General Eric Holder 
was forming the Financial Fraud 
Enforcement Working Group. 

It will focus some of its investi- 
gation on “the role of traders and 
speculators,” Obama said. The 
group will include several Cabinet 
department officials, federal reg- 


ulators and the National Associa- 
tion of Attorneys General. 

In a statement in Washington, 
Holder promised to “be vigilant in 
monitoring the oil and gas markets 
for any wrongdoing so that con- 
sumers can be confident they are 
not paying higher prices as a result 
of illegal activity. If illegal conduct 
is responsible for increasing gas 
prices, state and federal authorities 
should take swift action.” 

There’s not much Obama can 
do to affect the price of gasoline in 
short term. Gas prices have risen 
steadily as a result of tensions in 
the Middle East and northern Afri- 
ca and rising demand from China 
and other emerging economies.

The same bill requires the sites to remind customers that background 
checks are not a perfect safety solution and they can be circumvented by crim- 
inals. New York lawmakers are considering a similar bill that would supple- 
ment last year’s law.

Something just didn’t seem right 
when liana Angel met her Internet 
date at a bar. He furtively looked 
around the room and immediate- 
ly suggested they go someplace 
else in his car, leaving hers behind 
at the bar. 

Aware of the risks that come 
with looking for love online, Angel 
thought better of the suggestion 
and said no. “People are shady,” 
said Angel, who writes a blog in 
Los Angeles about dating and being 
over 40. “You just have to be aware, 
and you have to be careful.” 

Amid accounts of sex offend- 
ers using matchmaking sites to 
find victims, lawmakers in several 
states are trying to pass legislation 


to help make online daters more 
aware of the potential pitfalls of 
the process. Bills are pending this 
year in Connecticut and Texas to 
provide users with more informa- 
tion to protect themselves. 

Connecticut’s bill, mirroring a 
law in New York, requires Internet 
dating services to provide a safe- 
ty awareness notice during regis- 
tration that offers advice such as 
never including your last name, 
email address, place of work, phone 
numbers or identifying informa- 


tion in an Internet profile. Simi- 
lar laws are already on the books 
in Florida and New Jersey. 

Match.com said Sunday that 
it will begin screening its users 
against the national sex offender 
registry. The announcement came 
after a California woman sued 
the site, saying she was sexually 
assaulted while on a second date 
by a man she met on Match.com. 
She has claimed the assault could

Research Institute. He said Mars’ 
climate was probably a lot like the 
American Dust Bowl of the 1930s 
— but a lot worse. 

The evidence comes from the 
discovery of a huge underground 
reservoir of dry ice, or frozen car- 
bon dioxide, at its south pole — 
much more than scientists realized. 
They suspect some of that store of

carbon dioxide was once in Mars’ 
atmosphere, making it denser. 

There is an upside to that storm- 
ier climate: The thicker atmosphere 
back then meant there were more 
regions on the planet where liq- 
uid water probably existed. Water 
is considered an essential ingredi- 
ent for life.

Tripoli, Libya 

Rebels battled Moammar Gadhafi’s 
troops Thursday for control of cen- 
tral Misrata, driving dozens of snip- 
ers from tall buildings in hours of 
urban warfare and gaining a tac- 
tical advantage in the only major 
city held by the opposition in west- 
ern Libya, witnesses said. 

The Libyan government, 
meanwhile, ramped up its rhet- 
oric against NATO, warning that 
“it will be hell” for the alliance if 
it sends in ground troops, even 


though Britain’s prime minister, 
David Cameron, said the Western 
nations were not moving toward 
such a deployment. 

Also Thursday, rebels captured 
a border crossing into Tunisia, pos- 
sibly opening a channel for opposi- 
tion forces in Gadhafi’s bastion in 


the western part of the country. 

At least seven people were killed 
Thursday, bringing to 20 the num- 
ber slain in three days in Libya’s 
third-largest city. Misrata has been 
besieged for nearly two months, 
with rights groups estimating hun- 
dreds were killed. 


Residents celebrated after the 
snipers left an insurance building 
that is the highest point in cen- 
tral Misrata, according to a wit- 
ness, who called it “a major victo- 
ry” because the structure gave the 
pro-Gadhafi forces a commanding 
view of the city. 

In Tripoli, government spokes- 
man Moussa Ibrahim claimed 
Gadhafi forces control more than 
80 percent of the city. 

Residents have said the govern- 
ment shelled Misrata indiscrimi- 
nately, and Human Rights Watch 
has said it found evidence of clus- 
ter bombs. Libyan officials have 
denied using the bombs, which 
spray small bomblets and are extra 
lethal in residential areas, (ap) 


Major Outbreak 
Of Measles 
Strikes Europe 

Geneva 

Europe, especially France, has been 
hit by a major outbreak of mea- 
sles, which the U.N. health agen- 
cy is blaming on the failure to vac- 
cinate all children. 

The World Health Organiza- 
tion said Thursday that France 
had 4,937 reported cases of mea- 
sles between January and March 
— compared with 5,090 cases dur- 
ing all of 2010. In all, more than 
6,500 cases have been reported in 
33 European nations. 

“This is a lot of cases, to put it 
mildly,” said Rebecca Martin, head 
of WHO’s office in Copenhagen 
for vaccine-preventable diseases 
and immunization. “There’s been 
a buildup of children who have not 
been immunized over the years,” 
she said, (ap) 


New School Year Dawns in Recovering Japan

Strains of Royalty 


For the Windsors, 
managing Kate 
Middleton’s rise 
is a loaded task 

London 

As Prince William’s longtime girl- 
friend, Kate Middleton has been 
relatively well-known for years in 
Britain. But as she prepares to walk 
down the aisle at Westminster 
Abbey for the royal wedding next 
week — an event set to draw one 
of the largest audiences in global 
television history — she appears 
on the road to becoming the new 
“most photographed woman in 
the world,” filling a void in the 
tabloid press left by her would- 
have-been mother-in-law, Diana, 
Princess of Wales. 

In an echo of Diana in her / 
day, celebrity-centered Splash 
News said last week that in the 
five months since the engage- 
ment was announced, the 
price for a candid shot of Mid- 
dleton, 29, has soared “well 
into six figures,” higher 
than for Lady Gaga. 

This week, a Texas-based 
research firm published a ' 
report saying citations of 
Middleton on Internet media 
and social networking sites have 
eclipsed all members of the royal 
family, including her soon-to-be 
husband, William. 

It raises an eerily familiar ques- 
tion for Buckingham Palace, an 
institution that is not amused at 
being upstaged: how to manage 
Middleton’s skyrocketing popu- 
larity and avoid the pitfalls that 
befell Diana’s shot to fame. 

To Middleton’s benefit, the rules 
of engagement for the British tab- 
loid press have changed since Diana 
died in a 1997 car crash in Paris 
with her lover Dodi Fayed, after 
their intoxicated chauffeur sped 
away from paparazzi. Government 








An Iconic Legacy 

Kate Middleton may face a lifetime 
of comparisons to the woman who 
would have been her mother-in-law, 
Diana, Princess of Wales. Her rapidly 
increasing popularity mirrors Diana’s 
ascent, and the recent focus on Mid- 
dleton’s weight loss recalls Diana’s 
struggle with eating disorders. But 
the two have few other similarities.

guidelines in Britain have made 
photographers less aggressive. 

But Middleton is testing the 
willpower of the paparazzi. Brit- 
ain’s media watchdog issued a 
warning recently after photogra- 
phers chased down Middleton’s 
mother and sister in London. 

Middleton is also finding her- 
self under a microscope, as seen by 
a run of tabloid stories about her 
recent weight loss — she is report- 
edly on a crash diet. 

Still, she has thus far displayed 
little interest in planting positive 
stories or cultivating favorite jour- 
nalists. The couple’s inner circle has 
been compared by some here to the 
Obama administration, with insid- 
ers tight-lipped and leaks rare. 

Nevertheless, the palace is going 
to great lengths to avoid the mis- 
takes of the past. Middleton has 
done only one tightly scripted TV 
interview alongside William and 
attended only a handful of public 
engagements. Peter Hunt, the BBC’s 
royal correspondent, went as far as 
to say she was being “hidden from 
public view,” a fact that has only 
seemed to fuel media interest. 

The couple will settle at first in 
Wales, where the prince is based 
with the Royal Air Force, and will 
likely limit public appearances. 

That, many here believe, is in 
part to shield Middleton from too 
much press too soon. But William 
is still second in line to the throne 
after his father, who is married to 
his former mistress, Camilla. Many 
privately say the couple will seek 
to avoid overshadowing Prince 
Charles and Camilla — and to keep 
a lid on calls to have William leap- 
frog his father to the throne, (the

WeU-Trained 


As a kid, my favorite “playground" was a set of 
old railroad tracks (that eventually were ripped 
up to make way for the Capital Crescent Trail). 

As an adult, I now take the train every day from 
Baltimore into D.C. But that's not nearly enough to 
make me a railfan. 


“That’s a person who gets up at 5 
in the morning, throws photogra- 
phy gear in the car and then drives 
six hours to see six trains go by,” 
explains Tony Hill, who runs the 
railfan site Frograil.com. 

How long has he been a rail- 
fan? “Since I was born,” says the 
68-year-old, who lives in Frog 
Pond, N.C. The term is also a verb 


— as in “I’m going railfanning all 
night.” Although if you’re will- 
ing to forgo sleep, you’re probably 
no longer a mere fan. You’re what 
railfans call a “foamer” (because 
you’re practically foaming at the 
mouth. Hill says). 

Somewhere around 250,000 
Americans go loco for locomo- 
tives, according to Jim Wrinn, 


editor of Trains magazine. They 
snap photos, shoot videos, collect 
memorabilia, research history and 
generally know absolutely every 
detail about anything on rails, 
from freight engines to passen- 
ger cars. So it makes 
sense that Amtrak 
announced a new 
program this week 
called Partners for 
Amtrak Safety and 
Security, or PASS, 
which will harness 
the observational 
powers of the rail- 
fan community. 

“If you watch trains enough, 
you’ll see something scary,” says 
Wrinn, who’s spotted hobos hitch- 
ing rides, kids goofing around by 
climbing atop a train and even a 
drunk guy who passed out in the 
path of an incoming locomotive. 

To the folks who work on 
trains, however, it’s these fans 
who’ve sometimes seemed scary. 
Since 9/11, there’s been suspicion 
of anyone with a tripod hanging 
out by the tracks, especially here 
in the nation’s capital. 

So even though this region has a 
sizeable railfan following — in D.C., 
Maryland and Virginia combined, 
there are a whopping 15 chapters 
of the National Railway Historical 
Society — Hill recommends staking 
out a spot in Manassas or Hyatts- 
ville, where you’re less likely to be 
hassled for the hobby. 

It seems like a lot of work for a 
glimpse of something I see plenty 
of on a daily basis. But Hill prom- 
ises that the feeling of watching a 
freight train bolt by is worth it. 

“The ground shakes. Your stom- 
ach grumbles. It’s quite the expe- 
rience,” Hill says. “And it never 
gets old.”

D.C. Parking Payment App Launches 


New system allows 
drivers to use phones 
for city’s 17K meters 

Washington 

Parking in the District? There’s an 
app for that. 

Drivers will soon be able to 
use a cell phone to pay for any of 
the city’s almost 17,000 on-street, 
metered parking spots. 

The system is one of a flurry of 
high-tech moves to overhaul the 
District’s aging meter network and 
address two perennial complaints 
of motorists: Meters are frequent- 
ly broken, and hauling around fist- 


fuls of quarters is a pain. 

“The goal is to give people 
options,” said John Lisle, a Dis- 
trict Department of Transporta- 
tion spokesman. 

A pay-by-mobile -phone pilot 
program is in place in Foggy Bot- 
tom, at Georgetown Universi- 
ty Hospital and around Nation- 
als ballpark. In June, DDOT will 
begin rolling it out at additional 
locations. 

Here’s how it works: Drivers 
register their license plate num- 
bers and credit card information 
online with Parkmobile, the city’s 
contractor for the program. Drivers 
can then use a mobile app or place 
a call to start a parking session 



With Parkmobile, coins and cards are no 
longer the only parking payment options. 


when pulling into a spot. Drivers 
key in a zone number, the amount 
of meter time wanted and then go. 
Fifteen minutes before the meter 
expires, drivers will get a text mes- 
sage reminder and can add addi- 
tional time. 

The transaction appears in real- 
time on hand-held devices used 
by parking enforcement officers. 
The mobile app is available for the 
iPhone, Android and Blackberry, 
and drivers can register multiple 
license plates.

A $5 million class-action lawsuit 
has been filed against the man- 
agers of Georgetown’s Washing- 
ton Harbour after the flood there 
that swamped restaurants, shops 
and a parking garage. 

D.C.-based law firm Mason 
LLP brought the suit on behalf of 
Charles Holcomb, a bartender at 
Farmers & Fishers, and any other 
business, retailer or worker that 
lost money. 

Attorney George Mason said 
some Harbour workers have 
expressed interest in the lawsuit, 
but, so far, none of the hard-hit res- 
taurants have signed on. 

The suit accuses MRP Realty 
of negligence for failing to raise 
floodgates that are normally put 


in place when flooding is expect- 
ed on the Potomac River. 

Ten to 12 feet of water gushed 
into some ground-level business- 
es on April 18, according to fire 
officials. 

MRP Realty officials declined to 


comment on the lawsuit. In a state- 
ment released Wednesday, MRP said 
it expected to finish cleaning up the 
property by the end of the weekend. 
It could take much longer for some 
of the affected businesses to reopen.

Rangers on the Ropes

When it comes to defining “killer 
instinct,” Washington Capitals head 
coach Bruce Boudreau credits boxing 
with creating the term and mentality. 

“It’s when you get a guy in trouble 
and you know how to finish them off,” 
he said.

Saturday night is a chance to end the 
series in just five games, but that’s only 
if the Capitals can reverse a troubling 
trend of blowing series leads. 

Last season Washington held a 3-1 
lead over Montreal but was shut down 
by Habs goalie Jaroslav Halak in Game 
5 and went into a tailspin. The season 
before that, the Caps held a 2-0 lead 
against the Pittsburgh Penguins, but 
yielded the series lead before flaming 
out in Game 7. 


Boudreau and the Caps can talk all 
they want about emulating Ali’s kill- 
er instinct, but translating it to hock- 
ey remains to be seen.

The numbers aren’t sexy, certainly 
not statistics befitting the seven-year, 
$126 million contract that the Washing- 
ton Nationals threw in Jayson Werth’s 
direction in December. 

Three weeks into the season, the big- 
gest free agent signing in the franchise’s 
six-year history is batting .209 with two 
home runs and four RBI. Meanwhile, 
rookie second baseman Danny Espinosa 
has two home runs and 15 RBI already, 
and he’s doing it for $415,000, the major- 
league minimum salary. 

It’s easy to look at the numbers, only 
the numbers, and indict the player. To 
do so would be to ignore the fact that, so 
far, Werth is having precisely the effect 
that general manager Mike Rizzo hoped 
he’d have. He’s helping change the cul- 
ture of a losing organization. 

It began at the start of spring train- 
ing, when reliever Drew Storen purpose- 
fully buzzed Werth with a high, inside 
fastball during live batting practice, a 
bit of payback for the walk- off home 
run Werth hit off Storen in Septem- 
ber. Far from upset, Werth was actu- 
ally pleased. 

“I don’t know if I would have respect- 
ed you if you didn’t throw that first one 
in on me,” Werth told the 23-year-old 
right-hander after the BP session. 

It’s continued early in the season as 
Werth has made up for his struggles 
at the plate with an aggressive brand 
of baseball that’s winning him a posse 
of imitators. 

Last Friday, tied with Milwaukee in 
the bottom of the ninth, Werth hit a rou- 
tine groundball to shortstop. An easy 
out — except Werth ran hard down the 
baseline, forcing a rushed throw. When 
it skipped off the ground and trickled 
away from the first baseman, Werth 
turned and hustled into second. 

Moments later, he surprised the 
defense by stealing third, sliding in nar- 
rowly ahead of the tag. That put him in 
position to race home on Adam LaRo-

a double play and allowing the Nation- 
als to score in the first inning. 

Later, he drove in the first run of the 
third inning with a single, then gamely 
advanced to second when the left field- 
er attempted to throw out Rick Ankiel 
at third.

“That kind of play shows how our 
attitude is this year,” Storen said. “Down

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Racial Diversity in MLB Drops 


Blacks, Latinos down 
across the board for 
players, management 

Major League Baseball 

The percentage of black players in 
the major leagues dropped again on 
opening day this year even as the 
sport again received a top overall 
grade for racial diversity. Baseball’s 
grade for gender hiring declined 
slightly, according to the annual 
study released Thursday by Rich- 
ard Lapchick’s Institute for Diversi- 
ty and Ethics in Sports at the Uni- 
versity of Central Florida. 

Baseball received an A for racial 
diversity in hiring, the same grade 
as last year, and a B-minus for 
gender, down from a B. Its overall 
grade remained a B-plus. 

“While this year there has been 
a slight decrease in the grade for 
racial and gender hiring practices.

there has been a long-term consis- 
tent and dramatic increase in the 
role of people of color and women 
regarding who runs the game,” 
Lapchick said. 

The percentage of black players 
dropped to 8.5 percent on opening 
day this year, down from 10 per- 
cent at the start of last season and 
its lowest level since 2007. The per- 
centage of Latino players dropped 
from 28.4 percent to 27 percent 
— baseball’s lowest since 1999’s 
26 percent. 

The number of black and Latino 
managers combined dropped from 
10 at the start of the 2010 season to 
six, and the percentage of black and 
Latino coaches dropped from 31 to 
29 percent. No blacks were team 
chief executives or presidents and 
only Houston Astros president of 
business Pam Gardner fell into that 
category. Black and Latino gener- 
al managers dropped from five to

In one short season, Kevin Love 
went from gritting his teeth on the 
bench as a sixth man for the lowly 
Minnesota Timberwolves to play- 
ing as an All-Star and becoming the 
NBA’s leading rebounder. 

That was more than enough 
to earn him the league’s Most 
Improved Player award. The NBA 
announced the second-year play- 
er won after he received 400 of a 
possible 580 points, including 66 
first-place votes, from a panel of 116 
sportswriters and broadcasters. 

Love averaged 20.2 points and 
led the NBA with 15.2 rebounds per 
game this season. He earned his first 
All-Star appearance despite playing

“The year that he’s had has been 
unbelievable,” Bulls coach Tom Thi- 
bodeau said late in the regular sea- 
son.

It says 
a lot about how he’s improved from 
year to year. He’s a guy that plays 
hard all the time and will continue 
to improve from year to year.” 

After finishing his second sea- 
son in the league as a sixth man. 
Love worked hard last summer to 
improve his game. He won a gold 
medal with Team USA at the world 
championships in Turkey and went 
through grueling workouts with 
Derrick Rose and Russell West- 
brook at a Los Angeles gym. 

“The way he works, you should 
see how hard he goes,” Rose said.

Your act involves lots of visuals 
and sounds, like songs. How does 
that translate to a page? 

Early on, I kept thinking about 
e-mail. I’m old enough to remem- 
ber when e-mail was a really new 
thing. It was weird. You had to 


adjust anything you wrote. There 
was a period there of learning how 
to read it a bunch of different ways 
to make sure you didn’t send some- 
thing confusing or do something 
stupid.

So in a weird way, the book 
was like that for me. I’d think, “In 
my head I know how this sounds, 
but have I covered my bases?”

I tend to like what I call primary 
source material more than second- 
ary. I still like jokes that are based 
on things you don’t need any spe- 
cial knowledge about.

I 
didn’t even know what was happen- 
ing when I was there, but there was 
this osmosis in D.C. where you’re 
just aware. 

Are you mad Justin Bieber stole 
your hairstyle and got credit? 

Not at all. I think my hairstyle and 
Justin Bieber’s might have over- 
lapped for a short window, but at 
some point I realized that if I look 
at my haircuts for the last 10 years, 
it’s just some version of a haircut 
that someone in the Beatles had at 
some point during their career.

It’s no high-wire act,

Film Review 

Like the circus that provides the 
setting for Sara Gruen’s best-sell- 
ing novel “Water for Elephants,” 
the movie based on that 2006 book 
is big, slick and showy. (Step right 
up for heartthrob Robert Pattinson! 
Prepare to be amazed by Oscar win- 
ners Reese Witherspoon and Chris- 
toph Waltz! See them interact with 
an actual elephant!) It is also unde- 
niably effective entertainment. 

The standout among its star 
attractions is the Austrian-born 
Waltz as the mercurial-to-the-point- 


of-psychopathic August Rosenbluth. 
In the book, his character was the 
head animal trainer of the Depres- 
sion-era Benzini Brothers Cir- 
cus, where the action takes place. 
In Richard LaCravanese’s mostly 
respectful adaptation, August has 
been elevated to owner, ringmas- 
ter and trainer. The promotion suits 
Waltz — who tears into the part and 
his character’s flat American dialect 
— with all the relish and surgical 
precision of a starving man facing 
a plate of chicken wings. 

It is August who hires the film’s 
narrator, Jacob Jankowski (Pattin- 
son), a student of veterinary med- 
icine forced to drop out of Cornell 
and join the circus when his par- 
ents are killed. And it is August who 
is married to the ravishing circus 
performer Marlena (Witherspoon),

who catches Jacob’s eye. Needless 
to say, with August around, that’s 
not a good thing. 

But their attraction is also the 
most predictable aspect of “Water,” 
which, like a well-rehearsed circus 
animal, occasionally has the feeling 
that it’s merely going through the 
motions. You know where it’s head- 
ed, but it’s still fun to watch. 

Fortunately, the movie, like the

book, has other things going for it. 
In addition to being a tale of star- 
crossed lovers, it’s also both a young 
man’s coming-of-age saga and a fair- 
ly fascinating behind-the-scenes 
glimpse at the the seedy side of early 
20th-century showmanship. 

In his meatiest major-studio role 
outside the “Twilight” canon, Pattin- 
son acquits himself well. Wither- 
spoon conveys Marlena’s complex 
relationship to August — one hov- 
ering between dependence and fear 
— with openheartedness. 

“To talent and illusion,” says 
August at one point, offering a toast 
to what matters in the circus. 

It also matters in Holl 3 rwood. 
And there’s just enough of each 
of those qualities to make “Water 
for Elephants,” if not the great- 
est show on Earth, at least a pret-

Whither Comedic 
Witherspoon? 

While watching “Water for El- 
ephants,” out today, I kept wonder- 
ing two things: Could I pull off Reese 
Witherspoon’s hair color (answer; no), 
and when will she return to connedy? 

My favorite performance of With- 
erspoon's is “Legally 
Blonde." Even in her 
Oscar-winning per- 
formance as June 
Carter Cash in “Walk 
the Line," there was 
enough funny to show 
that Witherspoon has 
a real comedic gift. 

But since then, she's chosen to 
do only horrible comedies (“How Do 
You Know" was eye-stabbingly bad) 
and serious roles. In “ELephants," she 
plays Marlena, the star attraction of 
a Depression-era circus. She's mar- 
ried to ringmaster August (Christoph 
Waltz) but Longs for veterinarian 
Jacob (Robert Pattinson, above, with 
Witherspoon). There’s much moon- 
ing and sighing, and Witherspoon just 
doesn't sparkle and snap the way we 
all know she can. 

Comedy is often thought of as a 
stepping stone to drama — you can 
mess around being funny, but when 
it's time to get serious, you have to ... 
get serious. It's ironic; comedy is more 
difficult than drama, but the dramatic 
roles are the ones that win awards.

Mother’s Nature 


The universal story 
of maternal sacrifice 
drives ‘African Cats' 

Film Review 

It’s Earth Day, which means not 
only teaching children about recy- 
cling, but also, of course, settling 
in for a Disney-produced nature 
documentary. 

After 2009’s “Earth” and last 
year’s “Oceans,” Disney has nar- 
rowed its focus with “African Cats,” 
directed by veteran wildlife film- 
makers Alastair Fothergill and 
Keith Scholey. Despite its tim- 
ing and subject matter, the high- 
ly anthropomorphized storytell- 
ing of “African Cats” makes this 
year’s Earth Day feature feel more 
like a Mother’s Day pick. 

With carefully scripted narra- 
tion by Samuel L. Jackson, “Cats” 
focuses on two feline mothers 


prowling Kenya’s Masai Mara 
National Reserve: Sita, a chee- 
tah “single mother” struggling to 
support five newborn cubs in the 
“North Kingdom,” and Layla, an 
older lioness who must overcome 
her injuries to raise her 6-month- 
old cub named Mara in the “South 
Kingdom.” A river patrolled by 
snapping, ravenous crocodiles sep- 
arates the two realms. Eor the cubs 
of either species to reach maturity, 
both mothers must fend off invad- 
ing predators while dealing with 
near-constant hunger. 

Besides bestowing Sita and 
Layla with the very human quali- 
ty of maternal worry, the filmmak- 
ers heighten the tension further 
by giving other animals addition- 
al human traits. For example, the 
filmmakers depict Kali, a rival to 
Layla’s mate. Fang, as a cunning 
empire-builder intent on depos- 
ing the reigning king of the jun- 
gle. Young viewers, even if they

remember nothing of the zoology, 
are likely to remember which cats 
were the bad guys (Kali and his 
four treacherous sons) and which 
were the good guys (the moms and 
their mewling cubs). 

Ultimately, this is a universal 
story about how these wild moth- 
ers, like their human counter- 
parts, sacrifice again and again 
— all to make sure their children 
are happy, healthy and well fed.

In 
short order, “Hanna" turns into a classic 
popcorn movie, subcLassification: chase 
flick. Eat with one hand, because you’LL 
need the other to hang onto your seat, as 
thefiLm Lunges from FinLandto Morocco 
to Spain to Germany, where Erik and his 
daughter have agreed to rendezvous, m.o. 
HOP (PG, 95 minutes) “Hop," a piece of 
fluff as artificiaLLy sweetened as a fuchsia 


Peep, offersa glimmer of amusement, but 
only to kidsstiLLyoung enough to believe 
in the Easter Bunny. Mr. Bunny plans to re- 
tire and pass the reins of his chick-driven 
fleet to his adolescent son E.B. (RusseLL 
Brand), buttheteen rabbit doesn’t wantto 
succeed his pop; he wants to bounce from 
hismagicaLchiLdhood homeand become 
a drummer. He takes a one-way rabbit- 
hole trip to Hollywood, where he winds 
up on the windshield of another parental 
disappointment, Fred O’Hare (James 
Marsden). E.B. guilts Fred into providing 
a place to stay and helping him with his 
rock-star dreams, sandie angulo chen 
INSIDIOUS (PG-13, 102 minutes) The 
old house in which the film opens is no 
“AmityviLLe Horror," but between the 
crackling voices on the baby monitor and 
inexplicably moving objects, the place 
is plenty spooked. But Josh and Renal 
Lambert(PatrickWiLsonand Rose Byrne), 
theyoung couple who havejustmoved in 
with their three kids, have had enough of 
that nonsense. Unfortunately, the next 
home they move into is just as bad, if not 
worse. If you’ve seen the trailer, you know 
the reason. It isn’t the houses that are 
haunted, but the Lamberts’ son Dalton 
(Ty Simpkins). After taking a mild bump on 
the head, Dalton falls into what appears 
to bea medically unexplained coma, while 
aLL around him the spirit world is going 
crazy. Soon, the “Saw" sensibility kicks 
in. Leaving Little to the imagination, m.o. 
JANE EYRE (PG-13, 120 minutes) “Jane 
Eyre" counts as one ofthe most-adapted 
noveLsforthescreen,withCaryJojiFuku- 
naga’s version the Latest of dozens. Sure- 
ly, part ofthe novel’s appeal is its upright 
title character, who suffers miserably and 
unfairly, first at the hands of her abusive 
aunt, then at a sadistic girls school and 
finally with that master of mixed signals, 
Edward Rochester. But for many read- 
ers, Jane is no quivering heath blossom, 
meekly waiting for Mr. Rochester to cast 
an eye her way. She has spirit enough to 
call out the social mores and religious hy- 
pocrisies of 19th-century Britain, and it’s 
precisely that rebellious sparkthat draws 
Mr. Rochester to her in the first place, a.h. 
THE LINCOLN LAWYER (R, 119 min 
utes) Matthew McConaughey slides into 
his role with the insinuating ease of a 
bottleneck over a National guitar in “The 
Lincoln Lawyer," a pleasantly seedy crime 
thriller set in the most featureless nether 
regions of Los Angeles. McConaughey 
plays criminal defense attorney Mickey 
HaLLer, a notorious bottom-feeder whose 
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office is the back of a Lincoln Town Car. 
Mickey is a scammer and a scoundrel and 
a striver in the finest cinematic tradi- 
tion of Sidney Falco and Jerry Maguire. 
As Haller, McConaughey makes the 
most of his Texas drawl, slicked-back 
hair and ingratiating affability. As “The 
Lincoln Lawyer” opens, Haller agrees 
to represent rich kid Louis Roulet (Ryan 
Phillippe), whoso earnestly insiststhat he 
didn’t commit the savage beating of a girl 
that Haller almost believes him. With the 
help of investigator Frank Levin, Haller 
begins to build his defense, along the 
way discovering that the case is far more 
complicated than he first thought, a.h. 
PAUL (R, 104 minutes) Paul — whose 
name our alien protagonist borrowed 
from the dog his spaceship accidentally 
flattened when he crash-landed here a

half-century ago— finally has managed to 
escapefromthe Area 51-like research lab 
where he has been imprisoned. While on 
hiswaytoa rendezvouswith his mother 
ship, Paul runs into Graeme and Clive, 
two British sci-fi geeks whose idea of 
an American holiday is an RVtourofthe 
Southwest’s most famous UFO sites. 
Once Graeme and Clive get over their 
initial shock that Paul can talk, they agree 
to drive theirfoul-mouthed newfriendto 
his destination. Things get complicated, 
however, with the appearance of a shad- 
owy government agent (Jason Bateman), 
whose dogged pursuit of Paul precipitates 
the violent mayhem, gunplay, car crashes 
and explosions that characterize the 
film’s familiar-looking climax. By the 
standards of mainstream movies, there’s 
little that’s particularly paranormal 
about “Paul." Rather than poking fun at 
the conventions of Hollywood sci-fi, it, for 
the most part, obeysthem. m.o. 

RIO (G, 96 minutes) With spring taking 


its sweet time getting here, the music, 
color and sheer 3-D joie de vivre of “Rio" 
couldn’t be more welcome. At the center 
of “Rio’s" swirling action perches Blu, a 
rare blue macaw who is a cozily pampered 
pet in Moose Lake, Minn. Voiced by the 
congenitally reticent Jesse Eisenberg, 
Blu is perfectly happy to play, snuggle 
andsipcocoawithhisowner, Linda (Leslie 
Mann).

RUBBER (R, 85 minutes) “Rubber" isa silly 
thing. But it doesn’t stop at silly. The live- 
action thriller, a tongue-in-cheek splatter 
flick about a sentient car tire on a killing 
spree, rolls straight over silly, smashing 
through stupid withoutstopping and then 
barreling into a kind of insane comic bril- 
liance without so much as a speed bump 
to slow it down.

Film after film, it’s always 
Sidney who is the source of Ghostface’s 
homicidal rage, and most of the victims 
arecollateraldamage: lusty teenagers, 
lazy cops and others who happen to get 
in the way. Along with Campbell, Cour- 
teney Cox and David Arquette return as 


nosy newswoman-turned-writer Gayle 
Weathers and bumbling sheriff Dewey 
Riley, respectively, who are now married 
to each other, m.o. 

SOURCE CODE (PG-13,93minutes) Jake 
Gyllenhaal’s Colter Stevens, a decorated 
U.S. soldier recently deployed in Af- 
ghanistan, doesn’t play much solitaire 
in “Source Code." The movie opens with 
Stevens jolting awake on a Chicago 
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commuter train, while his pretty seat 
mate (Michelle Monaghan) chatters hap- 
pily away about quitting her job. A few 
minutes later, a bomb goes off and he’s 
sucked into yet another reality, a cramped 
metallic capsule smelling strongly of hy- 
draulic fluid. What’s going on? And who’s 
that uniformed lady talking in Stevens’ 
ear?
